Reviewing his 
Middle East record, WOLF BLITZER believes that he is beginning to learn from some inevitable mistakes. 


JIMMY CARTER's Foreign 
policy Inexperience waa painfully 
apparent as he unsucccasfully 
tried to reconvene the Geneva 
Middle East peace conference 
during his first year In the White 
House. Well-intentioned but naive, 
Carter was saved from a major 
diplomatic setback by an 
eleventh-hour stroke of good luck 
— Egyptian President Sadat's 
journey to Jerusnlem. Without 
that dramatic development, the 
U.S. President's peace initiatlye 
would have Ilkely crumbled. 

When Carter beging his second 
year in office on January 20, he 
will be trying to capitalize on the 
new peace breakthrough in the 
Middle East, bringing his ad- 
ministration more in line with- 
America's new supportive — 
rather than dominant — role in 
the talks. 

The fact that Egypt and Iaraci 
are now Involved in direct, face- 
to-face negotiations has allowed 
Washington to slip back into the 
sidelines. In terms of domeatic 
politics, this new posture will 
make life more comfortable for 
tho administration. And this is im- 
portant for the White House dur- 
ing 1975, a Congressional election

Carter also kept stressing the 
need for imaginative special 
security arrangements which 
would make such a far-reaching 
Israeli withdrawal easier to 
accept. His appeal for ‘‘defensible 
borders,’ issued at the White 
House arrival ceremony for then 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin in 
March, was quickly glossed over 
when it caused an uproar in the 
Arab world. 

He explained, however, that 
“defence lines may or may not 
conform in the foreseeable future 
to those legal borders. There may 
be extensions of Israeli defence 
capability beyond the permanent 
and recognized borders." 

On this latter point, Carter has 
backed away from his position as 
a result of a negative Arab 
response. He is now seen as 
favouring other security 
arrangements — not necessarily 
Including the physical presence of 
Israeli soldiers — in the 
demilitarized areas. 


WITH THIS mixed performance 
in mind, what can we look forward 
to during Carter's second year in 
office? 

Administration officials, who 
deny that the President was naive 
in conducting his Middle East 
policy last year, make the point 


that he knows exactly what he 
hopes to achieve and how to go 
about doing it. They say that the 
President has made his 
suggestions on an overall settle- 
ment well known to all the parties, 
and he has done so deliberately. 

The fact is that Carter has kept 
very little of his policy secret. The 
old days of secret diplomacy, 
which reached a climax during 
Henry Kissinger's tenure as 
secretary of state, ard no longer 
with us. 

Except for Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan's mysterious 
journeys to Morocco, Iran and 
who knows where else, the major 
actors in the current peace in- 
itiative — Carter, Sadat and Begin 
— seem to have a craving for 
publicity and openness. Their 
policies are spelled out in detail to 
the international media — a 
development that often hardens 
formal positions, making subse- 
quent compromise more difficult. 

Judging from their actions dur- 


ing the recent past, this trend is 
likely to continue. Sadat and 
Begin may exchange views via 
the media, but they were probably 
encouraged to enter this public 
diplomacy by Carter, who 
developed it into an art early in 
his first year. 

The ironic aspect of the current 
situation 18 that lesser officials 
are afraid to disclose details of the 
ongoing negotiations to reportera 
— they really refuse to leak — 
while the President continues to 
tell all during hia frequent news 
conferences and interviews. 

Carter's remarks in an Air 
Force One interview during his 
return flight from Europe to 
Washington last week were 
typical of this trend. The Preal- 
dent revealed that the U.S. would 
aupport an interim solution for the 
West Bank, including a Umited 
form of self-determination for the 
Palestinians, leading to-an wl- 
timate referendum five years 
down the road. F 


Presumably, this Amer!can 
position has been presented to 
Israel and Hgypt. It was ‘‘news" 
to everyone else, 

There are observers who expect 
the President to exert some 
pressure on Israel this year as the 
negotiations move forward. But 
this seems unlikely, unless the 
Begin government proves unwill- 
ing to compromise. 

The Americans seem genuinely 


‘Impressed with Begin's con- 


cessiona to date, although they in- 
sist that he will have to go further 
if serious progress is to be made. 
Administration officials also 
doubt whether U.S. pressure can 
succeed In convincing Begin to 
take more flexible positions. Con- 
sidering the limits on such tactics 
imposed by domestic political 
realities during a Congressional 
election year, Israci can he ex- 
pected to be coaxed by 
Washington into offering more 
concessions by the carrot rather 
than the atick.

ministration's unwillingness, or 
inabllity, to apply pressure 
strongly and effectively. We no 
tonger hear Sadat talking about 
America's “holding 99 per cent of 
the carda," 

That doesn't mean that Begin's 
love affair with Carter will 
necessarily continue this year. 
There js a good chance that it will. 
The two leaders did establish a 
close and respectful relationship 
during their two. mectings last 
year and during their many 
telephone conversations. Carter 
genuinely likes Begin, White 
House aides maintain, adding that 
he algo likes Sadat. But attitudes 
can change. 

If the administration can move 
away from some of ita earlier 
preconceptions, the chances are 
better than ever before that an im- 
portant step forward towards 
peace will be achieved in 1978. 

Washington will have to stop 
running after Syrian, PLO and 
Soviet ‘moderation’: whare there 
is none. If a comprehensive settle- 
ment involving everyone is im- 
possible, the administration will 
have to support a second-best 
choice. 

Indications are that the ad- 
ministration has learned from its 
mistakes of the firat year. There ia 
a new realism. Brzezinaki's say- 
ing "Bye, bye PLO" is an en- 
couraging sign in itself.

WHEN IT WAS decided some 
years ago to establish an off port 
in Ashkelon, ἃ member of the op- 
position in the Knesset, fighting ἃ 
losing battle to protect the im- 
perilled coastline, spoke af 
“beautiful, glamorous, unique 
Ashkelon."’ Despite the pollutants 
that have since tarnished the 
shore, these laudatory adjectives 
still apply to the beaches, the An- 
tiquities Park, the Afridar and 
Barnaca neighbourhoods. 

Nearly 30 years ago, a number 
of South African Jews, inspired by 
Max Spitz (who had left the White 
Man's Paradise to settle in 
Israel), undertook to help to bulld 
Ashkelon as a model garden city, 
divided Into five residential sub- 
urbs, with a separate industrial 
area, an urban centre, and a 
seaside resort zone. 

The South Africans provided the 
funds, the planners and the ex- 
ecutives, including Dr. Henry Son- 
nabend, the first mayor of 
Ashkelon Municipality and direc- 
tor of the Afridar Housing Cor- 
poration. This company assumed 
responsibility for bulding one 
neighbourhood — now known as 
Afridar — and for initiating the 
beach development. 

For two years I served as Dr. 
Sonnabend's town clerk and 
public relations officer — in the 
latter capacity I was charged with 
making both Israelis and tourists 
aware of the town's attractions as 
a place to visit and a place in 
which to live. It- was the easiest 
job I have ever had — the beauty 
of Ashkelon was apparent to the 
most casual observer, One 
famous American journalist said 
to me, "If I had a place like this, 
I'd shut up. Do you want these 
lovely beaches defaced with 
advertisements?" 

After a few years the South 
Africans found It too much. for 
them to be held responsible for the 
destiny of a town. At the same 
time, the leaders of neighbouring 
Migdal, an abandoned Arab town 
taken over by Immigrants, began 
to make mighty speeches aXout 
“marching against the aristocrats 
of Afridar," although all the 


demagogues happened to live in | 


Afridar themselves. So, with ἃ 


great flourish, the two towns were | 


united, and the South Africans 
transferred ali their assets —~ and 
responsibilities — to the govern- 


ment and the municipality of the. 


hew city. 


ON A RECENT visit to Ashkelon, 
accompanied by a South African 
supporter of our ideas in the 1950s, 
we agreed that the fulfilment con- 
formed more or less — more more 
than less — to the original South 
African vision. There had been 
many departures, of course, from 
the plans; some forecasts, such a8 
that the slum town of Migdal 
would “wither away" and be 
replaced ag the business centre by 
modern concrete skyscrapers, 
have falled to materialize. Migdal 
Continues to functlon as ‘down- 
town."

A VETERAN Ashkelonian with a 
sharp tongue, to whom I once 
mentioned this theory, told me 
tartly that the villa area near the 
beach is called “Gaddafi Road," 
because so many of those ving 
there are completely {illiterate, 
people who got rich quick through 
operating on the Bar-Lev Line, or 
running kiosks, or wheeling and 
dealing. :

Baruch Abuhatzeira, the town's 
first deputy mayor, is facing 
charges in the Beersheba District 
Court of taking and giving bribes 
to the amount of I1L210,000; 
another deputy mayor, Yosef 
Shoshana, this week was remand- 
ed in custody on suspicion of tak- 
Ing a bribe of 11:17,000 from town 
planner Isidor Leibowitz, who 
with Abuhatzcira ia also accused 
of falsifying a tender. 

The Ashkelon town clerk, 
Shlomo Garfunkel, was also 
arrested in regard to these alleged 
offences, but has agreed to 
become a witness for the state in 
the hope of getting immunity from 
prosecution. A postal clerk and a 
contractor are also said to be in- 
volved Jn these crimes. The hear- 
Ing of the case was recently ad- 
journed. 

Ag a result of all these alleged 
crimes, the Municipal Council has 
been forced to resign. The town 
has been subjected to the tzg- 
nominy of having its affairs run 
by a committee, nominated by 
Interlor Mintster Yosef Burg and 
headed by the District Com- 
missioner, Yitzhak Vardimon. A 
pitiful end —- if thia 15 the end — to 
ἃ proud dream. 


WHAT went wrong? 

When I was town clerk of 
Ashkelon, and went around with 
my hand outstretched. nobody 
thought for a moment of putting a 
bribe in it; I considered myself 
lucky If they shook it. On a recent 
visit I asked friends, yekke 
pioneers from the early days, If 
they had known about the graft 
that was going on. And if so, why 
had they done nothing about it? 

“Of course we suspected that 
something was going wrong," 
sald one. ''We could see that peo- 
ple were suddenly rolling In 
money, building villas, driving 
huge automobiles, Hving way 
beyond their salaries. But we 
tended to shrug our shoulders and 
say, ‘That's what Israel's Iike 
these days. Not like it was in the 
old days.’ We comforted ourselves 
by thinking that all municipalities 
are much the same." 

The residents gave credit for 

the lancing of the abscess to Ezra 
Yanuy, the Ma’ariv correspon- 
dent, who kept plugging away 
with reports of corruption until 
the rather reluctant authorities 
were forced to act. 
“ A bullding contractor confirmed 
that people there suspected 
something was going on. ‘*It was 
dn the air,'’ he said. ''Mind you, I 
don't believe that municipalities 
should be as inflexible aa 
Ashkelon's was in the time of 
Tager and Jack Schnelder."" (Leo 
Tager, from South Africa, waa the 
city's second mayor, and Jack 
Schneider, also a. South ‘African, 
served as‘city engineer; both 
were famous for their probity.) 

I was reminded of what happen- 
ed in Johannesburg many decades 
ago. The town councillor 
representing a predominantly 
Jewish suburb was alleged to be 
“very approachahle indeed.”". An 
-opponent, who ran on a ‘‘clean up 
the City Council’’ ticket, got in 
with a handsome majority; he 
was og pure as.the driven snow, 
but he was duly ousted at the next 
election, while the former coun- 
cillor returned to office. ‘You 
couldn't get.a Heence or a per- 
mit," said one angry voter. 

When I asked a veteran 
municipal employee what it had 


“- 


tion, he said some officials 
adopted a policy of ‘‘cobbler, stick 
to your last,’’ and stuck rigidly to 
doing their own jobs, honestly. 
The alleged graft involved for the 
most part land and licences; other 
areas of the civic administration 
are not under a cloud. 


WHAT AMAZED ME was that the 
city kept running, even after the 
arrests were made and ‘all the 
scandals broke. Citlzens went on 
paying their taxes, and civic ser- 
vices were maintained, despite 
the low morale in the town. 

A great deal of credit was given 
— by the municipal worker to 
whom I spoke — to Yehoshua 
Blau, the city treasurer, who did 
his job manfully and who hes not 
been touched by the scandals. A 
slmilar tribute to Blau was paid 
by Karl Silberman, a Liberal 
member of the Likud opposition in 
the Municipality, who added, "1 
want to pay a special tribute to the 
clerks, who carried on all theac 
months. 

“Tt is not easy to come up with 
charges againat a deputy mayor, 
8. town clerk or a city engineer, if 
you cannot prove your 
allegations. 

“But we kept raising issues all 
the time. A certaln company was 
given an option on some very 
valuabic land near the beach — 
they said It was to build an apart- 
ment block. We objected and said 
that they had to get the endorse- 
ment of the Tourlsm Ministry. 
Then they advertised that they 
were going to build cottages. We 
managed to kill the whole project. 

‘‘Another curlous deal we block- 
ed was an attempt to open a 
restaurant on a licence given for 
an industry. There was the 
business about the country club, 
which is now part of the case 
before the court. We kept raising 
that, Everything we could fight, 
we fought. We pointed out that 
Ashkelon had granted more 
licences for kiosks than any other 
town in the world." 

I argued that at least the Haiby 
administration did some great 
things, such as the beach develop- 
ment. 

“But how was It done? We were 
‘told that ft was all going to be 
financed by the Tourism Ministry 
or by the campers. Somehow, 
when the time came to pay the 
billa, we learned that the Tourism 
Ministry's support was con- 
ditional on the number of campers 
who came from abroad for the In- 
ternational conference. In fact, 
only 10 per cent of those expected 
came, Now the Municipality has a 
debt of IL250m. — all Mnked. 
Whereas, when the Alignment 
took over from us after the last 
municipal elections, we left them 
a debt of only [L50m., unlinked." 


IF THE Likud (municipal) op- 
position were so in the right, why 
did they agree to the town being 
taken over by a nominated com- 
mittee? Why did they not presa for 
immediate elections? 

“Frankly, the mess ig 80 great, 
we'd rather let Vardimon tackle 
it,’ said the municipal worker, 
“Trying to clean these Augean 
stables might end with some of the 
muck rubbing off on to us. The 
nominated committee will only 
serve tll next November, when 
municipal elections will be held 
throughout the country. Then 
we'll get In, we think, with a huge 
majority. And we'll be able to give 
Ashkelon the kind of administra- 
tion it deserves."' 

I don't envy Mr. Vardimon his 
job. But, knowing him, Iam sure 
that by November he will hand 
over a cleared-up administration 
to whatever. municipal council is 
elected. O

Insurance pald by every lerael rasi- 
dant from the age of 18 with the 
exception of housewives (who 
may. however, taka aut optional in- 
surance). Among its benefits are 
old age and survivor's pensions; 
maternity benefits: childran's 
allowanco; work Injury, disability, 
unemployment, military reserve 
service compensation, end protec- 
tan of worker's rights in casa of 
bankruptcy or liquidation of the 
employer. 

Hf you are employed, your 
employer will register you and 
make your payments to the 
National Insurance Institute. The 

fos is calculated at a percentage of 
your gross salary. A small partion 
of your salary is deducted towards 
the payment and the remainder is 
contributed by the amployer. It is 
edvisable to check to make gure 
that your employer hae registered 
you. If you are not working or are 
unemployed, you will have to 
register yourself and make your 
‘own payments. 

NOTE: |f you leave Israel to five 
abroad temporarily during any 
‘period of your adult life, you will 
still be insured by Aituach Leumi

Bituach Leumi offera many 
types of assistance to a worker who 
has baen injured on the way to or 
from work, during or as a result of 
work. or who has suffered an oc- 
cupational disease. Benefits In- 


clude compensation for loss of In- . 


come due to absence from work, 
payment for medical care, and 
.vocational and medical rehebillta- 
tion. In some cases, dependants of 
a worker who died as a result of 
work injury may be entitled to 
vocational rehabilitation and a sub- 
sistance grant during the period of 
their studies. 

Ths injured person is pald for 
his absence from work up to 8 
maximum of 182 days at a rate of 
76% of his wages (up to a max- 
imum IL182.50 per day). The rate 
of the benefit is updated from the 
91st day of payment to adjust to 
any fluctuations of the average 
wage or cost of living. 


Disability pensions (kitzvat 
nechut meaveda} are aleo pald at a 
rale proportional to wages and tha 
degree of disability. There is a 
special dependents’ pension paki to 
the spouse. children and some

Contact Bituach Leumi to find 
out how many ysars one must be 
insured in order to qualify for 
bituach zikna benefits. 

These pension benefits ara 
calculated at a percantage of the 
national averags wage.

Aliza Ellon- 
Israeli has not managed — 
perhaps did not even try — to 
translate the language of real life 
to that of the theatre, the resutt is 
tedious and banal, The acting, too,- 
by a cast conalsting of Miriam 
Tron, Gabriela Lev and Ashley 
Tobias, is of no particular {n- 
terest. 

It In a fascinating show 
nevertheless. The interrelation of 
live performers and life-alze dolls 
creates strange situations. The 
dolls acquire an inanimate life of 
their own, if I may allow myself a 
contradiction in terma. Although 
the dolls are not realistic in the 
fullest sense of the word — there is 
nevor any doubt that we are not 
dealing with live human beings — 
the illusion is perfect, as we see ἃ 
child clinging to a mother's knee, 
a woman, heavy with age, reating 
on a chalr, hands folded, an old 
man at the Sabbath table. 

There !s much character in 
those dolls, and a peculiar kind of 
tension arises from thelr physical 
contact with the living actors.

Harrison went about his task 
with a thoroughness suited to the 
representative of a world emptre 
alanning a major building in the 
Huly City.

Museum, was opened to the public 
on January 13, 1938, in a sombre at- 
mosphere. A famous British 
archaeologist, James Leslie 
Starkey, had been murdered by 
Arabs near Hebron two days 
earlier as he drove up from his dig 
at Lachish to attend a preview 
opening of the museum. The 
hullers had ordered him out of his 
car, told his Arab chauffeur to 
drive off. and then shot him. 

The wide-scale Arab distur- 
bances had begun two years 
Carlier but Starkey apparently 
considered himself safe. Sir 
Flinders Petrie, one of the giants 
of archaeology, eulogized Starkey 
on the front page of The Palestine 
Post and attacked the senseless 
Killing by Arab gunmen of their 
own best friends. 

Harrison was not Present at the 
Opening. He had left the country a 
few days before on a trip, He had 
also managed to he out of the 
Country al the Opening of Govern. 
ment House and Jerusalem's 
main post office, both of which he 
dealgned.

Il was at the request of the 
British military that Harrison 
added the tower to the huilding, 
teverding to Shmuct Schwelg, 
who worked at the mugeuin ag 
chlef photographer for the 
Department of Antlquitles for 1 
years, Mindful of the Arab riots of 
the 1920's, they wanted a Position 
from whlch they could keep an eye 
on the Jericho Road. The tower 
would indeed cume to serve asa 
lonkout und flring position, but nat 
for the British. 

Harrison provided cork floors io 
reduce museum fatigue and noise. 
A Icading Armenian potter, David 
Ohanessian, provided decorative 
tiles for an elaborate fountain at 
one end of the central court. The 
hnndsome doors were of Turkish 
walnut. A flower garden, one of 
the finest in Jerusalem, was 
planted in front‘ of the building. 
Some 250 olive trees, 50 to 100 
years old, from the Bethichem 
area, and hundreds of pine trees 
were also planted. 

Dospite Harrison's diligent 
attention to detail, he left out one 
Item for which employees al the 
Rovkefeller do not forgive him to 
this day — central heating. The οἱ. 
ΓΙῸ explanation was that 
PalestIne was such a primitive 
country when the building waa be- 
ing planned -that it was thoughl 
better not to introduce com- 
plicated machinery. People work- 
ing at the museum today believe 
the reason was more probably 
British asceticlam than native 
primitiveness. (A contemporary 
British museum journal noted 
helpfully that Jerusalem has 
hardly more than three-and-a-half 
months of winter and that visitors 
could wear coats, as is done In 
European churches.) 


THE ARCHAEOLOGISTS were 
somewhat less enthusiastic than 
the architectural critica about the 
building. “It was grand but not 
modern," says Ruth Amiran, who 
began working there in 1046. “It 
wasn't right for Palestinian 
archaeology, which produces 
small finds, not the great statues 
of Egypt or Assyria.” 

The Items placed on exhibition 
included finds from ail major ex- 
Cavations in the country since 
1920. Among them were the 
Lachish Letters, inseribed shards 
found by Starkey that proved tobe 
notes written to the Jewish cap 
tain of the guard at Lachish by an 
ΟΠ σον on outpost duty reporting 
on the approach of 
Nebuchadnezzar's army. Prof. 
Harry Torczyner of the Hebrew 
University, to whom Starkey had 
brought the shards for decipher: 
ing, termed them “'the most 
valuable find that hus yet been 
made in connection with the 
Bible."

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Jerusalem for their own suiety, 
Accoinmodation was found In the 
Sehucken Library in Talbleh, 
whieh was within one of the 
Iirilish-protected zonea ringed by 
barbed wire, The British would 
bring archavologicul {tems there 
for ecxtalogulng, then return 
them to the muacum. With 
the departure of the British and 
the authreak of upen warfare, 
most of Lsracl's archaculogists 
abandoned the remuina of old 
wrrs to partlelpate in Uielr awn, 
(‘Fhe most prominent was Yigacl 
Yadin, who beeame chief of 
operations of the Isracl Defence 
Forses.1 


THE WAR ENDED with the 
museum in the Arub half of the 
divided city. 

Yusuf Sa'ad, who had been a 
elerk In the Antiquities Depart- 
ment, became curator under Jor- 
danian rule. Aas the Dead Sca 
Serotis began to make their 
appearance, he initiated an ex- 
peditlon to Qumran to recover 
those stifl in the caves there and 
acquired funds from John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. for the project. A 
number of seratls tud meanwhile 
been aequired by Israel scholars, 
later to be displayed in the 
Shrine of the Book at the Israel 
Muacum. (Sa'ad, a Christian, was 
dropped from his job by the Jorda- 
nian government in 1968, He is to- 
day employed at the Ecumenien) 
Institute, and declined to be inter- 
viewed.) 

From 1051 to 1080, a team of in- 
ternational scholars worked at the 
Rockefeller, assembling 
fragments from more than 600 
manuserlpts found in the Qumran 
caves, Infra-red photography and 
ather maderu techniques were 
employed In the museum's 
lnborulories. 

Scholarship gave way to war 
again In 1987, Following Jorda- 
nan sheling of Israeli Jerusalem 
in the opening hours of the Six Day 
War, αὶ paratrovp brigade under 
Motla Gur plereed the Arab lincs 
In northern Jerusalem. One bat- 
ταν was ordered to take the 
museum as ἃ possible 
springboard for an attack on the 
Old City through Herod's Gale. 

(The Crusader commander, 
Godfrey de Bouillon, had set up 
the alege ramps which breached 
Jerusalem's walls in July, 1099, on 
the same sile as the museum. 
Fighting alongside each other on 
the ramparts were the city’s Arab 
and Jewlsh Inhabitants.) 

The first Israeli troops ap- 
proached the museum from the 
rear shortly after dawn on Junc 6. 
They sprinted into the grounds un- 
der fire from Jordanian troops In 
surrounding buildings. Zig- 
zngging through the garden, Capt. 
Amnon, a wiry platoon leader 
from Kibbutz Belt Alpha, reached 
the great brouze doors at the on- 
trance but discovered they were 
shut tight. 

While some troops exchanged 
rifle fire and grenades with Jor- 
danians on the city ramparts, 
others shot off the chain on a side 
gateway and made their way into 
the building. Five Arab museum 
guards were found locked up Ina 


basement room. «Some of them 
are today entploved at the same 
Jub.) 

Aninon and another man reed 
Up the stairway of the ortagonal 
lower lo a room at the Lup. 
Tiavrison hid cuvlaioned this as an 
vation point from which 
tourists could relate the view tua 
large mup or morle] of Jerngalem. 
‘The two anidiers found no map but 
the view was splendid. 

They opened fire on the ram- 
parta In avder lo permit the Isracll 
troups entering the museum con: 
pound to reach the side entranec, 
‘Alt made It safely except for one 
man who was shot ded. They 
would keep up theley fire all duy, 
pecladieally hauling up amimunt- 
lion boxes, despile a drumbeat of 
Arab bullet and shellfire that left 
Harrison's beautifully executed 
tower a battered hulk. 

Meanwhile, the wmuscum was 
filing up with troops making thelr 
wiy In through a rear entrance 
sheltered fram the elty wall. Gur 
reached {it late in the day and 
made it his command post. 

On the morning of June 7, ag the 
troops prepured for the assault on 
the Old Clty, an artillery officer 
mounted the tower to eall down 
fire inside the walls behind the 
chosen break-in point, St. 
Stephen's Gate, However, in order 
to avoir the Temple Mount, he 
over-compensated, A number of 
the shells lofted by heavy mortar 
batteries in the Valley of the Cross 
slruck the museum and the open 
space around it. Nine 
paratroopers were killed and 
others wounded. 


ON JUNE ὑ, just a few hours after 
ihe museum's capture, a half- 
track bearing Dr. Avraham 
Biran, director of the Israel An- 
{iquities Department, and two 
calleagues — Prof. Nahman 
Avignad and Yosef Aviram — had 
reached the museum, With bullets 
whining throngh the windows and 
Spliniering showcases, the 
archaicologisis made their first 
reconnalsance of the museum. 
They found virtually nothing 
changed. In one showcase, Dr. 
Biran saw a note saylng that an 
{lem had been temporarily 
removed to the museum 
laboratory. It was dated July, 
1947, and initlalled by Ruth 
Ailran. 

The one noticeable change was 
in the gallery algns carved by Gill 
in three languages, The English 
and Arabic remained, but the 
Hebrew had been plastered over, 
Some Jewish items had also been 
removed from the showcases to 
the basement. 

The British, shortly before their 
departure, had transferred the 
museum from the Department of 
Antiquities to an Internatlonal 
board. But in November, 1966, the 
Jordanian government natlonaliz- 
ed the museum and took posses- 
sion of the building and its con- 
tents. Since the building wag Jor- 
danian government property, the 
Israeli government, as its heir, 
took possession of the building. 
Although the Rockefeller endow- 
ment had also been nationalized 
by the Jordanians, the Isracii

JUST TWO YEARS befure. 
Isracl Museum had apened In 
West Jerusalem with as 
archeological wing intended to 
replice the inaccessible collection 
in Bast Jerusalem. (The Isracl 
Antiquities Departinent, starting 
from acraich, had begun building 
up ita colleclion afler 1948.) Now 
the σαπρία] suddenly had two 
archacological muscums. The 
Israel] Muscum was modern and 
contained finds made in ex- 
cavatlons In the country since 
1048. The Rockefeller was old- 
fashioned and contained mostly 
finds made between the two world 
wars, But the periods covered, 
from the stone nge upwards, were 
the same and so was the intrinsic 
menit of the two collections, 

Various proposals were made 
for integrating the collectlons but 
senlor archacological officiala 
vetoed the idea. They feared It 
would give rise to charges against 
Israel of violating International 
agreements prohibiting oc- 
eupying powers from tampering 
with cultural possessions in cap- 
lured territory. 

Mayor Teddy Kollek, among 
others, objected that Israel was 
nol an occupying power in Bast 
Jerusalem, which had been made 
subject to Israell law by the 
Knesset. Nevertheless, the 
archacological authorities decid- 


the 


ed τὸ aveld unnecessary Inler- 
national headaches. 

“t's terrible that the twa 
musecuns hove never been 
amalgamated,'' says Ruth 
Amiran, the only surviving 
archaeologist who has worked In 
both. There have bean suggesting 
that the Ruckefeller be mude a 
contre for archaeology uf the 
Mosiein period, or that there be a 
¢hronolagical division between 
the two inuscums along other 
lines. However, says Ya‘acov 
Meshorer, even if au decislon were 
made along these Hnes, there are 
nu funds available today to carry 
out such ἃ praject. 

Meanwhile, lhe unfortunate 
Rockefeller hangs in a curious 
limbo — one of the best known and 
least visited muscums In the Mid- 
die Kast. 1t drew 80,000 vistors 
laat year, just one-tenth as many 
as the fFsrael Muscum across 
town. Tt has πὸ cafeteria. ft is cold 
in winter. It has little parking 
space, Few people know how to 
get to it by bus. 

The displays lack the clarity 
and drama muscum visitors now 
demand. The lilies In the pond 
have been repiaced by iron grates 
intended to keep hats out of the 
water. The fountain Harrison 
himse)f designed has long since 
atopped splashing. Ballet-marked 
and nearly emply on cold winter 
afternoons, the Rockefeller seems 
to hug itself and wait for sumeone 
to puint an orange stripe across its 
perfect white stancs and make it 
smile. ©)

“Even the word ‘intercourae' ix 
a cnuphemism, because inter- 
fourse if alge yon and 1 talking to 
cach other. The anclenta had a 
precise terin --- the word ‘coitus.’ 
And in anclent times, other types 
of physical Intimacy besides 
coltus had thelr own termes. But 
gradually, as the definition of 
what two people ore supposed to 
do together physically became 
more and more rigid — namely 
foreplay, penetration, intercourse 
and the man's orgasm — this 
narrow definition of coitua 
became the only definition of sex. 

“People then began to say that 
sex ig animal behaviour and not ἃ 
social Institution, that it had 
always heen this way and always 
would be. There's plenty of 
evidenco to disprove this. For ox- 
ample, take Alfred Kinsey 
tauthor of the Kinsey. reporta on 
male and female sexuality). He 
wag a biologist by training, and he 
polnted out repeatedly that you 
could wail days to seo two animals 
in coitus. They would apend the 
time nuaziing, cuddling, having 
orn] séx and πὸ on, and might In- 
deed nover hove coitus. 

“Of course. animals have 
orstrus, which is a big difference 
between us and them. But coven so, 
Kinsey emphasized how much 
physica) contact they have apart 

- from: coftus. Coltua, In fact. is only 
a very small part of their physical 
relationships. And if one fa to 
argue trom natura, then Εἰ muatl be 
naturel for humane too to touch 
augh other Intimately in a wide 
variety of ways.” 

Arguing for what she calls “a 
avw kind of physical retationa to 
go with anew, more humane and 
pre-Iife society," Hite pointe out 
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The author of a best-seller on female sexuality 
is interviewed by LESLEY HAZLETON. 


Thal this Kind of sexuality sect be 
osdat in ΠΌΛΙ lines. 

“We hive many Golieations am 
fo what kind of sexuality exiated 
αὐτο than 3.000 years ago, when 
all kinds of physical relations 
were permitted, But we need ta do 
a lot more research. We know, for 
instanec, that there was no word 
for ‘father’ Un the early languages 
-- whichis hardly surprising since 
for a long time it wasn't even 
known that intercourse led to 
pregnancy. There were all kinds 
of jdens about women getting 
pregnant by the moon, and, in 
some societies, women would ile 
out In the moonlight at certain 
times of the month to get 
pregnant."' 


HERE, perhaps, iss the 
background to the ancient 
goddess religions, which stressed 
women's fertility and ability to 
create life. These religions are 
mentioned tn the Bibte, which con: 
tains injunctions against the 
Hebrews worshipping the popular 
Asherah statues and shrines in the 
tumes of the prophets. 

“I've been thinking a lot about 
that here In Jerusalem," says 
Shere Hite, “about ancient 
goddeza shrines in groves on high 

laces, ail the hills around here. 

ut it's hard to come by accurate 
descriptions of sexual 
relationships in ancient times, 
primarily because there was no 
single institution called ‘sex' then. 
T've looked and I'm still looking. 
but you simply don't find books on 
ancient civilizatlons with chaptera 
on sex. In fact, I think the only 
Place where there ts atill any 
vecorded hiatory of such matlers 
might be In the Vatican archives, 
where no one can gu. 

“The Great Library of Alexan- 
dria, the maln Jibrary of the 
world, was burnt down in the 6th 
century. If anything eurvived: at 
all, the anly piace that could have 


organized Its reacue and protected" 


{t through the ages would be the 
Vatican. I'd love to go there and 


find ft. Ving sure there'd hea 
whole Hfethne of research to be 
tlone tithe Vicican urehives — in 
foot, it's worth beeeming aomun ov 
a priest fuat τὸ dy tt" 


OUR CURRENT definition of sex, 
then, is rather like our current 
definition of the word nurmal. 
Normal [8 a statistical term but 
js rarely used correctly. General- 
ly it 15 used to bring In a plethora 
of value Judgements, all suclatly 
and culturally determined. And 
just as the definition of norma! 
changes throughout the ages and 
fram one place to another, 80 too 
does the definition of sex. 

The whole concept of normall- 
ty Is one that Hite deliberately 
avoided in her approach to 
women's sexuality. Nevertheless 
It was the parts of the book 
relating to what 5 generally 
thought of as abnormal 
clitoral stimulation, maaturba- 
ton, atc. — that caught the 
public's attention. (This in itself is 
an interesting reflection on the 
meaning of normality, since the 
study shows that masturbation is 
most definitely the norm — 
statistically apeaking.1 

"The general understanding οἵ 
the book in the U.S, is that women 
don‘t have orgasm from inter- 
course and that this la not because 
they gre ‘dyafunctional’," saya 
Hite. (It ls society's insistence on 
the approved way for women to 
Teach orgasim, {.¢. through Inter- 
course, that makes women appear 
‘dyafunctlona}.' The majority of 
women interviewed by Hite (74 
per cent) do not climax from in- 
tercourse alone and require direct 
elitoral stimulation to reach 
orgasm. The majority of women 
have no problem reaching orgasm 
in masturbation. Of the 82 per cent 
in the report who masturbate, 95 
per cent always do so to orgasm.) 

‘It's now understood that 
women deserve clitoral 
atimulation,” she continues. “I 
tried to make it clear that the man 
does not have to ‘give’ it to her, 
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and that she can do {it herself. But 
people didn't want to hear this, so 
the Look was understood as saying 
that the man must elitorally 
stimulate tho woman to orgasm.” 

This is hardly the only mis- 
understanding about The Hite 
Report. Many men, and some 
women, have attacked it sharply, 
arguing that it 15 antl-men. But a8 
Hite points out, such argumenta 
can only come from people who 
have not read the book, but have 
only read or heard about it. Take 
tho following passage, for in- 
atance; 

“To even hint at questioning the 
glory and Importance of Inter- 
courso 15 ἃ primary value is like 
queatloning the American flag or 
apple pie. One 18 not even allowed 
to discuss feellngs about inter- 


course, or whether one Hikes it, 
vic., witht aronsing ἃ strong 
emollonal reaction fn many peo- 


ple, whe feel you ave attacking 
area, But thls fa not true,'* 

What Is true, Hite snys, ts that 
feu have been told they are sup- 
posed τ perform sexually. ‘They 


Think Ean μα ἢν that they should 
ν prayvide better and dy more 
tora stimulstion, Bat men 
who've ormedd the baok have 


arhal very differently, 

“Pye hal thousands af letters 
frany men saying that they were 
really celleved by Ute hook. One 
thing Ὁ anticipated was the 
tellers Crom men who'd married 
youn; and stayed within’ their 
Inarriag¢es, sexually, and who 
offen thight that the reason thelr 
wife did nol reach orgasim was 
beenuse Gael pents was too small. 
"πιεῖν rellef at finding out the truth 
was inimense. But just the 
thought that a man could go 
through life thinking something 
like that makes my hair stand on 
end.” 


SINCE SHE emphasizes the role 
of clitoral stimulation by the 
woinan herself, could one say that 
Shere Hite is advocating mastur- 
hatlon? 

“Yes,"' she says, ‘but I'd like to 
explain what I mean by masturba- 
tlon. Most people envision a poor 
guilt-ridden soul alone In a room. 
And indeed we have no words to 
make It seem anything else. If a 
woman stimulates herself while 
she's embracing someone else, 
what would yau call that? There's 
no word for it. Sometimes I use 
the word ‘masturbation,’ but peo- 
ple can't grasp the idea that 
you're in a tender embrace at the 
same time that you're mastur- 
bating. They see masturbation 
with two people as one person 
voyeuristically watching the 
other. 

"I think it fs clear, however, 
that masturbation is the basls of 
our sexuality, and that what we 
choose to do with another person 
is how we prefer to socialize our 
basic relationship with ourselves, 
Certainly, knowing your own body 
{g the baals of everything. I think 
there's no reason why you 
shouldn't enjoy yourself by 
yourself whenever you want to. 
But more than that: one of the 
first steps towards recreating a 
more authentle physical 
relationship with another person 
is lor a woman to be able to make 
her own orgasm. Just oxpecting 
the man ciltorally to atimulate the 
woman to orgasm doesn't really 
change anything. It's still the man 
providing. bringing home the 
bacon, and the woman is still the 
grateful recipient."

Masturbation alongside coitus 
is only a small part of the story, 
however. The main point is that 
there are many options for 
physical intimacy other than 
coltus, options that we have long 
ignored but that were once com- 
mon In human society and are still 
common throughout animal 
societies. 

“We can't continue assuming 
that coitus Is going to be part of 
sexual) relations,’’ says Hite, 
“because as long as we do that, we 
maintain the same pattern and 
just put a Band-Aid on it by saying 
that now women can have 
orgasms too. It's not that people 
wouldn't enjoy having coitus 
sometimes, but there is nq reason 
to assume that every time two 
peopte ure intimate there haa to 
be coitua. The whole framework 
needa to be far more open: two 
people should be able to discuss 
what they are going to do, when 
the man fs going to orgasm, and 
how the woman Is going to 
orgusin, But this ig very hard fur 
most people to aveept.”

“This is a very inflammatory 
subject.

If we 
envisage ἃ social organization 
which is not centred on Inheritance 
in the male Une and in which 
child-bearing does not have the 
overbearing importance It has 
now, then we are envisioning the 
breakdown of the present soclal 
order. The idea of heterosexual 
sex ag the norm is an outcome of 
the present social organization. In 
a different organization, the 
terms ‘lesbian sex' — which is 
now defined as genital sex 
between women and 
‘heterosexual sex’ — which is now 
defined as basically coitus -- 
would themselves become far less 
standard.” 

Would this mean that the terms 
“homosexual and “heterosex- 
ual" would become irrelevant? 

“Yes, or at least that they'd 
become strictly adjectives 
without value associations. But Jt 
also implies more than that: one 
should be able to sit close to & 
friend of the same sex and watch 
TV without the whole world 
deciding that you're genital 
lovers." 

The social organization that 
Shere Hite envisions means open: 
ing up the concept of sex as we 
know it to Include a far wider 
range of activities. It implies, in 
fact, '‘un-defining’’ sex in order to 
break down the barriers between 
the sexual and the non-sexual 
parts of our lives, in order to enjoy 
all physical contact, 

It means bringing sex out of the 
closet, as it were, and enjoying 
physical contact without barriers 
or guilt, and without a priori 
definitions of thelr meaning. Both 
genital contact and simple hugg- 
ing and cuddling, Hite implies, 
are possible between lovers; ΔΙ 
both are also possible between 
friends. Perhaps, when we n0 
longer differentiate botween what 
we do physically with friends and 
with lovers — perhaps then Hite’s 
sexual revolution will indeed havé 
arrived.

passengers, In the recent Lufthan-

Becker, a British author of 
three novels, attempts here to 
provide a comprehensive story of 
the extreme leftist movement in 
Germany since the student 
protesta {n the late Sixties. Its 
terrorist activity, claiming to be 
revolittionary in character, in- 
cluded kidnapping industrialists 
and political leaders, raiding 
banks and police, bombing the 
German embassy in Stockholm, 
and skyjacking with Arab and 
Japanese terrorists. 


The author focuses on the major 
leaders of the Baader-Meinhof 
gang, emphasizing their psy- 


choblography. The major gure 
and the senior one In the gang was 
undoubtedly Ulrike Meinhof, an 
able radical journalist who en- 
joyed glamour and social success. 
Mother of two girls, divorced, she 
met Andreas Baader and joined 
him In guerrilla training in Jor- 
dan. Becker attempts to under- 
stand Ulrike’s motives in her in- 
securily and attention-seeking 
frustrations. *‘Society was for 
her...a cuphemigm...for her own 
fallings...And committing herself 
to a life outside the law was a ven- 
ture to overcome not 
governments, not systema, bul 
private despair.'' She commitled 
suicide in prison in 1978. 

This book, though not scholarly, 
ig an excellent journalistic 
achievement which. reads Hke 
suspense fiction. 
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READING MYSELF AND 
OTHERS hy Phillp Roth. New 
York, Bantam Books, 244 pp.

IN HIS OWN frank, honest and 
disarming way Philip Roth 
describes in a prefatary note how 
{iis collection of 23 occasional 
pleces came to be written over a 
perlod of some 15 years or 50, bet- 
ween the publicution of his first 
book of fiction in 1958 and his 
eighth in 1974. Most of them, he 
polnts out, come from the end of 
that period, a few from the begin- 
ning, hardly any out of the middle 
— “suggesting, rightly enough, 
that they are largely the by- 
products of getting started ag a 
novelist, and then of taking 
stock,'' 

The arrangement of the pieces 
is not chronological, atariing 
rather with ἃ 1974 interview con- 
ducted by an Ltallan critie for a 
collection of interviews with 
writers on the subject of power 
and entitled ‘Writing and the 
Powers That Be."" In tt Roth talks 
mostly about his own inner 
development in his formative 
years — In high school and 
college. 

The overall picture ls one of a 
quiet, fairly uneventful 
adolescence and young manhood 
free from what the interviewer 
termed “the weight of paternal 
power.'’ It Is something of a 
revelation, for a writer with such 
areputation for rebelliousness and 
non-conformity, to hear him say 
that “rebelling or '‘fighting'' 
ageinst ontside forces “isn't what 
1 take to be ot the heart of my 
writing.” What moat engaged him 
in the eight works of fiction he had 
written up to the time of the inter- 
view, he reveals, “had to do with 
expressiveness, with problems of 

resentation, rather than 

ringing about change or ‘making 
a staternent',"’ 

But statements Roth had to 
make from time to time, and some 
of these are incorporated in thia 
collection. Three of the pleces 
here, and some of the weightiert 
and best-known, havo to do with 
the problem of being a Jewish 
weiter writing American fiction — 
or whatever other arrangement 
you choose to give those five 
words. These are ‘'Writing 
American Fiction" (1980), ‘‘Some 
New Jewish Stercotypes’’ (1961) 
and ‘Writing About Jews" (1963). 

In the one on ‘'stereotypes," 
Roth easily and convincingly 
defends himself against some 
patently silly charges of ‘'anti- 
Semitism," “Jewish self-hatred" 
and so on. The genesis of these 
charges was an interview given 
by Leon Uris, the author of Bc- 
odus, in which he made the 
remarkable claim that his own 
image of the Jewish fighter was a 
good deal closer to the truth than 
images of Jewa presented ''by 
other Jewish writers.’ 
Whereupon Roth received a letter 
from a woman demanding some 
explanation for the anti-Semitiam 
and self-hatred she found in a 
collection of his short fiction that 
had just been published! 

Roth returns to the theme of the 
Jew in American fiction after a 
silence of over a decade, with a 
longish piece entitled ‘‘Imaglning 
Jews,'' published In The New 
Yurk Revicw of Books, 

All in all, a thoughtful, candid 
and courageous collection, full of 
insights and interspersed with 
“gtatements."" O N.R. 
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GERMANS FIND it hard to think

FOR THREE generations and 
more, Shakespenre has been a 
vivid presence on the Hebrew 
Stige; yet Hebrew [5 not ultimate- 
ly Shnkespeare's language. It 
does not have the many-sldedness 
of English; it lacks the literary 
and linguistic exuberance of the 
Clizabethans. Nor does it cusily 
accommodate the pairty and 
nliousness of the comle scenes.

IT IS FOR this reason, I suppose 
that the sonnets are the supreme 
challenge to any Hebrew 
translator of Shakespeare. U.Z. 
Greenberg thundered against 
sonnets and sonneteers [1 his 
tract "Against the Nincty-Nine.” 
Such trivialities were not the 
proper abject for those who 
derived their Ilfe and belng from 
the prophets of Isracl. Of course 
he was right, but this has not 
deterred the poets of the Hebrew 


renaissance from attempting the 
impossible. Shin Shalom produced 
a notable version of all 154 sonnets 
some 40 years ago. And now 
Ephraim Broido has produced a 


j new version, having devoted 


several years to this labour of 
love. All Israeli students of 
Shakespeare have cause to be 
grateful to him. 

Broido has understood that, 
above all, Shakespeare's sonnets 
require exquisite workmanship 
and he has come as near to com- 
plete success as the nature of the 


5 Hebrew language and genius 
ἢ allows. Happily, he has printed 


the orlgina!l by the side of each 
translation, so that the reader 
with some English can delight in 
the cunning adaptation of the puns 
and allusions. It ls an exercise in 
virtuosity, something like Donne 
wreathing iron pokers into true 
love-knots. This Impressive 
achiovement will give the Hebrew 
render a genulne insight into the 
poetic world of the sonnets. 


THE SAME cannot be said for Mr. 
Broido's long Afterword, in which 
he proposes to reconstruct the cir- 
cumstances that gave rise to their 
composition. On this vexed ques- 
tlon he goes along with the old 
theory of Sir Edmund Chambers 
thit the ''W.H."" to whom the 
printer dedicated the first edition 
of the sonnets In 1609 was William 
Herbert, Earl of Pembroke. Since 
that young man had an affaly with 
Mary Fitton, a well-known court 
beauty. In 1601, thts would provide 
ἃ candidate also for the Dark 
Lady. 

The trouble with all this is that 
internal evidence suggests an ear- 
ly date for the sonnets, say 1592, 
when Wiltlam Herbert was only 12 

But ultimately, who cares 
whether the young man was the 
Earl of Pembroke or, more 
probably, Shakespeare's patron, 
Henry Wriothesley, the Earl of 
Southampton or, as Leslie Hotson 
has more recently opined, one 
William Hateliffe, a talented 
young man-about-town. 
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As for the Dark Lady, a cor. 
respondent to the Times Literary 
Supplement suggested not long 
ago that she was a Jewess of 
Marrano origin — a teasing 
thought which the publishers of 
the new Hebrew version might 
have capitalized in some way. 

The truth is that these sonnets 
require little in the way of a story- 
line to give them substance. We 
might even enjoy them less if we 
were able to Identify the 
characters in the minidrama for 
sure, if we were able to ascertain 
what precise disgrace the poet's 
friend inflicted on him in sonnet 
34. For what we have is not a story 
but magical webs of lan; e, 
acntiment, and thought suspended 
in an aesthetic void. 

Not mine own fears, nor the 
prophetic soul 

Of the wide world dreaming on 
things to come... 

The defeat of the Spanish Ar- 
mada? The accession of King 
James? The publication of some 
new astrological almanac? We 
shall never know. What we have 
here is something as near. as one 
can get to “pure poctry,"* where 
dramatic context matters very lit- 
tie. The sonnets are full of enchant- 
ing phrases to which we succumb 
without seriously questioning 
thelr meaning or purpose: 

“bare ruln'd choirs where late 
the sweet birds sang’; ‘‘the 
sessions of aweet silent thought"; 
“Shall I compare thee to a 
summer's day?" 

To consider too curiously the 
circumstances of such composi- 
tion is to shatter the fragile 
charm. ‘ 


THE SONNET is certainly not 
Shakespeare's highest poetic 
achievement. Indeed, most 
Shakespeareans hold that he 
himself lost interest in these 
miniatures after Romeo and 
Juliet and the early comedies. The 
author of Macbeth and Hamlet is 
an author with a burden of a 
different kind, and one more con- 
genial to the Hebrew genius, 0

Almost 
finicking attention is paid to detail 
that neither moves the story 
forward nor is integral to it: a 
photograph album, for instance, is 
obsessively described in the open- 
ing sentences and never again 
referred to. 

This imbalance, absence of quid 
pro quo, in fact characterizes the 
book, A character who has always 
spoken normal English lapses sur- 
prisingly into brogue, and uncon- 
vincing brogue at that.

PINCHAS ABRAMOWITZ, a 
founding member of the New 
Horizons group, has been painting 
pictures for a long time.
